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Manilla. July 26.— The flrst meeting 
of the legislative chamber was largely 
attended.

In making Washington the federal city 
obtained in Manilla; and Was^hiiiKtuii, 
be declared, was the best guvcrued 
City In the world. 

RepreeentattTea of the Spanish 
chamber of comnkeree Tebemently op- 
poaed the charter, asserting that it 
was Inconsistent with the principles 
of the freest government on earth to 
deny the right of suffrage to the resi- 
dents of the metropolis while grant- 
ing It to tbOM of other localities. They 
also declared that the proposed sys- 
tem of government for Manilla was 
far less lilieral than that offered by 
the Spanish authorities, who proposed 
to make the representatives of the 
dlttriets in ManilU olecUve b7 the 
people. 

General Hughes cabled the news of 
the first surrender of insiirirents in the 
island of Samar, &UU men with two 
field guns, 30 rifles and TO bolos, giv- 
ing themselves up to the authorities. 

The opinion prevallf among the 
United States officers that it will take 
years to accomplish the economic pro- 
gram of General C(>rl)in. The civil 
and educational authorities hold that 
a contlauanca of the protection over 
minor poatt is necetsanr aeide from 
that afforded by the constabulary. It 
Is generally expectt'd that the conren- 
tration will be more general than ifl 
anticipated la Wasblngtoa.

Tha loada ate oanow, with 
wall of solid rook rtalng- handisda «t fast on 
each aide. 

Tha Bocky Mountain drivtra nndentand 
driTing aa well ai the Bongh Bideis do riding 
for yod meet many carrlagaa In tha narrow load, 
but they alwaya manage to pern; aosMUaafla It 

I'Mka aa U the wheela would look. The Cave of 
the Winds is at the head ot this oaaoa. but we 
did not go in M some had told ua It was disap- 
pointing. Tbe drlre to Glen Eyrie Is Included In 
this, but they do not let you drive through on 
Sunday. It is a millionaire'i residence and said 
to be very fine. We next drove tbiough the 
Garden of the Gods. The interest of tbU place U 
the curious formation of the rocks which are 
vrry wotiderful. You see the bee hiv.> load 
stools with toaiis sitting under. I'uiu h and 
Judy, the KisslUR Camel.s, Lion Heads. .Sea Li- 
ons and ISoars, tbe Bat(gaKe Room ai.d many 
others, I sujipose, I have forgotten. Tbe Bal- 
ance Rock is here which they have had to l e 
raent to keep balanced as It was rrumbling. The 
rocks are mostly red sandstone, some of which 
are very crumbly. The entrance Is very fine, be- 
ing mountains of rock with driveway between. 
We stopp4-d <iii our way home at another bouse 
where they keep more curios, some of petrified 
wood with crystals Inside the log and an Indian, 
who must have been a good Indian as tbey say 
"the only good Indian Is a dead Indian," aud he 
h td l>een a long time dead, being petrified. We 
bad seen enough to want to see more and they 
told us of the beantloa of Cheyenne Mounmina 
and North Canon and Seven Falls, so we engaged 
the same driver to oome for na Monday morning. 
By the way I fbigot to toil yon the tradition how 
the Garden ot the CNida oame to be ao named. 
After aaeing It I waa no longer pustled about the 
name as I had been, lor I could s«e the Images 
looking like idols and goda. The driver aald It 
was ao called because the I'te Indians often 
came to tbe springs to drink of tbe strong waters 
and worshiped the Images In tbe garden. Mon- 
day morning we drove to Cheyenne Mountain 
iil)OUt six miles off. 

Ktlmu wanted us to go to North Canon, prom- 
isii-iK to uK-et \is there, but the driver Insisted 
ttiKi wi' wiiuld like South Cauou best, as Seven 
KrtlU WHS at the bead of that. It is private 
^roulld.^ ami tbey charKe i') < Is entrance. The 
walls rise 1,000 Icel on either side and then you 
I'ome to « mole open space where the niounlains 
are euvered with the most beautifnl [utie tree-. 
Vol! ( annot see enou({li soil in tin' rix k for them 
to take hold. Tbe eauon is about lilteeu miles 
lonii : at the head are .Seven Kails, w hieb is seven 
distinct falls turning this way and that. There 
are steps leading to the top. I do not know how 
blgb falls are, probably hu) feet, judging by sur- 
rounding mountains. Tbey keep many burros 
to climb tbe mountains. There was a white one 
here that Is said to be forty-one years old. He 
was used by the U. 8. Signal Corps on Pike's 
Peak twenty-two years ago. He is spoken of by 
Helen H. Hunt in her writings. Is the oldest 
known bnrro and tbe moat fSithful. He is used 
entirely now by tourlsu. Be waa pointed out 
by our driver aa Helen Huat'a bom. But I hear 
that tonrlala are told many Impamlble atorlaa. 
He ahowod us the mountain on which wu 
Helen Hunt's grave. She was burled on top of 
tbe mountain and a heap of stones piled over, 
and the stones are there yet, but the remains 
have been removed to the cemetery at tbe 
Springs. We left South Canon aud went part 
w .y Itilo llie North, which is four aud a half or 
live miles in leUKIh aud so beaiitini! and won- 
derful that you almost dread leaving it «:! .< 
hluii. You .see so many people, all looking: -o 
happy aud care free, only bent on seeing an I en- 
oyiUK. I could not help thiuking of sctuu- of my 
tired frieuds at home frettiiiK over the ni'/'- liil'.ii 
aud wishing they could see these people iuttut 
on climbing the real mountains. We drove 
i-onie distance into North Canou wbeu we came 
in .sinht of a tltjure sUtlug alone upon a rock, 
hat oil' aud comfortable. It was Etban, as we 
s<M)n saw, who then got Into tbe carriage With 
us. He pointed out tbe places of inteieat to ua. 
on tbe way back we drove around by way of 
Broad Moor, which u a pretty anburb with 
club bouse and pleuure grounds. Bthaa oalled 
our attention to a plaoa Where tbe water ran up 
hill It is an optical Ulusloa, I suppose you 
would call it. 

la looking baek towwd the mounUIn It seems 
you am aaoanding a sleep hUl. which is not so 
steep they tell me. The watar tn the ditch runs 
along and It looks esaoUy like it was running up 
hlU. You aan soansly believe it U not being 
pampedlramaomewhere. You see very little cul- 
tlvattoa, one alfalfa Held, some cherry trees and 
not more than one or two gardens. You see a 
good many cattle, some chicken*. They live ofT 
the tourbitt and tbe miners. Cripple ( reek is 
about thirty miles to the east and is s.uuo feet 
higher than the Springs, and is about the richest 
gold mines in tbe world. Mr. Pt-attou who tlrsi 
discovered the mines there wh- a poor man, a 
prospector aud Is well on the way to billions 
they tell us. He lives at the -j, rings. He took 
•ia,o:o,000 out of oue of them au i then sold it for 



$11,000,000. He does not know how ti> enjoy It. 
His wife got tired of his proKpectIng snd left, 
bim and then wanted to come back after be 
struck it so rich, but he would not have her 
back, but provides for her. They tell us there 
are tweaty tlve or thirty millionaires In Colorado 
Springs. We passed a lieautlful place, the home 
<>( Mr. B.MK>n. The house was built ol the red 
stone and the grounds were beautifully laid out. 
Trees and fountains, a stream ran through; 
was walled and bridged with the rough atone. 
Tbey let the wild scenery alone and do not try to 
civilise It altogether. One cannot describe it all. 
I think the Buffislo trip would be tajne now. 

We were weU and hsartg all the tlsse. though 
the altitude and water aie apt to aflbet oae after 
a few days. We left oa the l:ai tnla Moadar 
andoaawoBleDsavor. It la gtaiMl, we said we 
did not wonder at the P.'s not liking Maysville 
afmronee living hoie. Tttoi the MslO tiain that 
night and oaaae to Ootuabaa sboal hsU>psst 3 
the neat afternoon. You wUKko tlted tos4tng 
thia long letter, but auppoaad yon would Uke to 
hear before I forget how It looka. Bntuodaaoilp- 
tion win do Jiuttoa to tbe mouatalna. Mo one 
can Imagine It, even the rictaraa are not satis- 
factory after aasing tbe piasaa. Tbey ate truly 
awe-iaagMag. Thea thete Is alwaya a isgret 
that you stoat leave it all
